-a Very of the Kings SubjeCts ſhall truly*and juſtly 
FE without fraud or guile divide, ſet out, yeeld and 
pay all manner of their predial tithes, in ther 
proper kind, as they riſe & happen in ſuch man- 
ner and form as hath been of right yeelded and paid 
within forty yeers before the making of this Act (being 
Novemb. 4. Anno. 1548.) or of right or cuſtom ought to 
have been paid. And noperſon ſhall take or carry away 
any ſuch or like tithes , &c. before he hath juſtly fet 
forth for the tithe thereof the tenth part of the ſame, 
or otherwiſe agreed for the ſame Tithes with the Par 
ſon,&c. under the pain of forfeiture of treble'valueot 
the Tithes ſo taken or carried away, 2.
